Garments are often dry cleaned at 
home, but the result obtained in the 
case of white woolens or furs is not 
always satisfactory. 
Howe\er, th' 
simple trick described below can h# 
employed by anyone, and the result! 
will prove \ pleasant surprise. 
After the woolen or fur ha* be*? 
washed and rinsed in gasoline, ii 
should be. wrung or ihaken out thor­ 
oughly and placed in a deep pan. A 
pound or two of white flour shoiilc 
then be sifted over and ribbed intc 
the article. After allowing the artich 
to drv on the line, the flour is whipp*c 
out, leaving the garment rn a clcanei 
and whiter condition than usual aft*! 
deaning. Tho* if due to the fact that 
he flour sifts into the fur or fabric ana 
ibsorbs the dirt with the gasoline that 
'annot be wrung or shaken out. TS h^n 
whipped out. the dry flour naturally 
:ame* the dirt w.th it.
